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During  the  1957-1958  school  year  at  Charlotte  College,  the  Student  Council  has  been  faced 
with  many  problems  and  projects.  They  tried  in  each  case  to  conduct  a  thorough  investigation  of 
the  problems  and  to  arrive  at  a  solution  that  would  best  serve  the  needs  of  the  student  body. 
They  have  sincerely  tried  to  serve  the  students  adequately. 

The  1957-1958  Student  Council  members  can  look  back  upon  an  interesting,  exciting,  success- 
ful year— a  most  enjoyable  year.  They  co-operated  with  the  college  administration  in  inaugurating 
an  orientation  program  for  freshmen;  they  watched  the  college  enrollment  break  all  previous 
records;  they  promoted  social,  as  well  as  academic,  student  interest.
